_ REPORT ON THE PULLMAN ACTION. 


- The movement set on foot by the friends 
and followers of Dictator Debs to try and in- 
duce the City Council to demand the withdraw- 
al of Federal troops from this city failed ig- 
nominiously last night. In fact, the Council 


practically refused to receive the resolution 


passed by the conference of labor delegates 
at Uhlich's Hall Sunday night, and it was 
not read, for the reason that the Committee of 
Twenty-one, headed by Victor Williams, could 
not find an Alderman on the floor who would 


offer the resolution. 
Ald. Maurice M. O’Connor of the Seven- 


- feenth Ward haa a resolution in his pocket of 


much the same tenor as the resolution of the 
labor people, but he made no effort to offer 
it. In fact n is stated that notice was served 
upon him not to present his resolution. It 
was much stronger than the measure 
adopted by the labor conference, and had 
it received many votes in the Council might 
have led toa serious rupture between Pres. 
ident Cleveland and Mayor Hopkins. 

The report of Ald. McGillen as to the fail- 
ure of the efforts to secure arbitration was re- 
ceived and the committee continued. These 
facts seem to indicate that the Council recog- 
nized the gravity of the situation and deemed 
a conservative policy best. 

The Committee of Twenty-one appointed 
by the labor conference was given canspic- 
vous seats in the Council chamber and re- 
ceived. and treated courteously, but no one 
volunteered to take up their cause, and no 
invitation was extended the Chairman to pre- 


bent the resolution himself. Several Alder 


men were sounded as to ‘the advisability of 


_. bringing the matter before the Council, but 


were opposed to discussing the question for 
publication. 

There was another very conspicuous feature 
of the Council meeting in this connection. It 
was the empty seats in the gullery. For the first 
time probably since the erection of the present 
City Hall has-a Council meeting been held 
without the little gallery that holds a couple of 
hundred of people or more bemg filled -with 
interested spectators. Last night two big

Way leading to the gallery and informed all

The resolution prepared by Maurice O' Con- 


nor and which was squelched reads as follows: 


Waereas, It has come to our knowledge that a 
great and gigantic strike now exists, not only in 
‘Chicago but throughout the length and breadth

There was a large crowd at the inquest. 
The City Hall was crowded:to the doors and 
anxious sympathizers stood about in large 
numbers on the sidewalk waiting to hear the 
result, The first witness was Max Thein, a. 
flour and feed storekeeper. After answeting 
the customary questions regarding his 
age, business, . etce., he said that 
he was present at the time of the 
shooting. He was watchinga crowd of men 
trying to pull a Pullman cat over upon t 
main track of the Monon rad. While this 
was being done a train loaded with soldidfs 
approached. When they were about to 
blocks away they opened fire upon the crowd 
of citizens. ) 

The soldiers, he said, gave no warning. He 
saw Fleischer drop after the first volley. 
Fleischer was about fifty feet from the 
street when he fell. He did not know what 
Fleischer was doing when he was shot. Will- 
jam Hartman, a furniture dealer, told a 
similar story.

SOME UNIONS With NOT JOIN, 


Engineers, Firemen, and Printers Have De- 
cided Not to Ge on Strike. 


Whether or not the majority of the unions 


represented at the Sunday night Uhlich's Hall 
meeting go out there are several powerful 
labor organizations which have decided to 
take no partin the strike. The locomotive 
engineers will not go out, neither will the 
locomotive firemen. The printers, a power- 
ful union, have officially expressed their sym- 
pathy with the nfvement by subscribing 
$1,000 to the relief fund of the Pullman em- 
ployés, but have emphatically declared that 
they will not violate the contracts under 
which they are at work. It is believed that 
there will be no strike of the street car men. 

President Richard Powers of the Seamen’s 
Union said last night: Our organization 
had a meeting this morning and decided to go 
out on a strike Wednesday morning if no ar- 
bitration had been reached. We have also 
telegraphed all over the country to the organ- 
izations and informed them of our action. We 
added a request that outside organizations 
issue a call and discuss the question.“ 

„What grievances has your union, if any?“ 
wus asked of Mr. Powers. We have none, 
he answered, 

„What benefits do you expect, even if the 
strike is won?’ 

We expect to create a moral sympathy in 
favor of the American Railway Union and for 
labor as well. I think the proclamation of 
President Cleveland has more tnan anything 
else caused the call-out last night. The effect 
of our strike will be felt im shipping circles, 
and will tie-up the majority of the schooners 
carrying lumber and ice bet ween here and 
Michigan and Wisconsin ports.“ 

How do you think your strike will affect 
Mr. Pullman?’ 

do not think,“ he said, that Mr. Pull- 
man will be affected at all. except through 
the General Managers’ Association, which, we 
hope, will come to time and will refuse to 
handle Pullman cars.’ 

Is your union going out on a strike?“ was 
asked of President Price of the Teamsters’ 
Union. “I will not unswer that question.“ 
he replied, and declared that his organization 
had no grievances. ‘* We are mereiy in sym- 
pathy with the Americar Railway Union in 
its fight for justice.

President Dunn of the Horseshoers’ Union 
said: Whether the horseshoers will join in 
a strike will be decided tomorrow night. We 
must hold another meeting before that que3- 
tion is settled. The hOrseshoers to a man are 
in sympathy with the American Railway 
Union. They have never been lacking in 


lending a helping hand morally and financial- 


ly to other labor organizations. There are 
some conservative members who cannot see 
where the benefit of a strike at present would 
be, but they think that the after-effects would 
be beneficial if the strikers won. This isa 
battie between capital and labor in which 
la bor must, hold together if it expects to score 

a victory.” 

The Cigar Makers’ Union of Chicago held 

a joint meeting yesterday afternoon at their 
hestlatasters and voted to quit work Wednes- 
day unless Pullman agrees to arbitration. 
Over 4,000 men will be affected by the walk- 
out. 

There is not much room for doubt as to the 
Lake Street L men. They are mostly 
American Railway Union men and anxious th 
get out. But for the intervention of certain 

rsons they would have been involved be- 

ore this, The Alley L men are not rep- 
resented as committed one way or thé other. 
Missionaries are after them and it is quietly 
said they will follow the procession when it 
starts Wednesday morning. This is prob- 
ably true as to a gr ogee of the employés, 
but the proportion will be found to be small. 

It is stoutly averred ‘that the Teamsters’ 
Union will not permit the running of ve- 
hicles in case the surface roads are 
out. This feature of the pronosed 
general strike will be productive of 
interminable troils. Few if any of the trades 
participating can make a more bitter fight 
than the teamsters, Their union is strong, 
and their resources for annoying any one at- 
tempting to furnish means of transportation 
are little understood. Those who profess a 
knowledge of their fighting ability expect 
great things of the Teamsters’ Union, and 
they will probably oot be disappointed. The 
eabbies and the teumsters are more than like- 
ly to have many an encounter, though many 

of the cabbies are members of the union. The 
cabbies will rua just the same, and many of 
them are howling that the ordinances will not 
permit them to take advantage of the excep- 
tional harvest in prospect. 

E. J. Lind holm, Master Workman of Dis- 
trict Ceuncil 24; Knights of Labor, said: 
The Pullman company has taken away the 
last hope ef an amicable settlement of 
labor troubles. Now, it must be war to the 
bitter end. Wednesday morning will witness 
the biggest strike ever known in this country, 
All labor organizations of whatever sort will 
stop work. Labor as yet unorganized will 
join us in the fight. We will win peaceably 
or not at all. I have issued an order to our 
knights to remain at home Wednesday. The 
public will be with us, and public opinion is 
bound eventually to succeed.”’ 


SEAMEN IN FOR A SYMPATAY STRIKE. 


Vessel-Owners Not Worried, for Their 
Boats Have Ne Business. 

The Chicago Seamen’s Union yesterday de- 
cided that, should the railroad troubles not be 
settled before Wednesday, the sailors would 
go out on a sympathetic strike. This will tie 
up all the sai! craft in the harbor. The men 
have no grievance against the vessel-owners, 
but state that they will stand by labor in 
other lines. Vesselmen said their boats 
would not move in any event, for it was im- 
possible to get cargoes for them. There is a 
large number of boats out of port now, and 
these will lay up as fast as they arrive. The 
strike fever is raging all alongethe river, but 
business is in such shupe that it matters little 
whether the meh go on strike or not.

Employes Seem to Be Averse to Going Out 

on a Sympathy Strike. 
e The probability of the drivers and conduct- 
ors on the street railways joining in Debs’ boy- 
dott seems to be small. A reporter for Tus 
Tarsunz interviewed many of the men of the 
several companies while at their work yester- 
day and found none who was inclined to speak 
well of such a movement. Some of them 
seemed afraid of being drawn into the strike, 
but declared it was not their quarrel ana they 
saw no reason why they shauld suffer 
for it. Supt. Roach of the North 
Chicago City railroad company said: ** Our 
men are a select class of people who have 
been crowded into the work by the hard 
times. One of them ence had 800 men in his 
employ and another sunk $300,000 in a busi- 
ness venture a short time ago. We have 
scores of high school and college graduates 
among our conductors, </onsequentiy our 
men are of more than ordinary intelligence 
and have too much sense to go inte such a 
strike voluntarily | or to be forced into it by 
the other strikers.” General, Manager Par- 
sons of the West Chicago line said he had not 
heard anything at all to lead him to suppose 
his men would go out. Supt. Bowen of the 
Chicago City railway said there was almost 
no sentiment among his men in favor of a 
strike. 

Organizer Mahan of the street car men 
worked hard yesterday. He expresses him- 
self as greatly nleased with the success met 
with in organizing the surface men. Wednes- 
day morning, he suys, he expects to have the 
greater portion of the surface roads tied up. 
He admits there is a diversity of opinion 
among the men, but believes this can 
be overcome between now and the hour 
set for the strike.

ing him against attending the labor of con- 
ducting the strike, said in New York Sunday: 
„J consider him to be almost if not quite ir- 
responsible, and I told him so in my telegram. 
His physical condition is not goyd, and the 
effects of the dipsomania may affect his in- 
tellect.

It Is Designed Chiefly to Prevent a Use- 
less Waste of LifexOrder Sent to All 
the Troops with Instructions to Give It 
the Utmost Publicity-First Battalion 
of the State Naval Militia Called Into 
Service=To Guard Waterworks, Cribs, 
and Wharves. 

Gen, Miles yesterday issued a general order 
defining the proclamation of the President. 
While it was addressed to the troops in his 
command, it was also intended that wide 
publicity Id be given to it. It is 80 
worded as to be within the understanding f 
the least intelligent man who bas aided in the 
depredations which have been committed. 
The order was sent to all the commands at 1 
o’clock, with instructions to let it be known 


that they had it. It describes explicitly the 


view which the President takes of those en- 
gaged in Jawbreaking, and also precisely what 
the military forces will do to disperse the 
mobs obstructing the mail routes or trampling 
on the injunction of the United States courts. 


| It is the clearest possible notification to all 


law-breakers that the troops will fire upon 
them if it becomes necessary, In full the 
order js as follows:

To all United States troops serving in the Do- 
partment of the Missouri: The acts of violence 
committed during the last few days in obstruct- 
ing the mail trains and post roads, the blocking 
of the inter-State commerce, the open defiance 
and lation of the injunction of the United 
States Court, the assaults upon the Federal 
forces in the lawful discharge of their duties, the 
destruction, pillage, and looting of the inland 
commerce property belonging te citizens of the 
different States, and-.other acts of rebellion and 
lawlessness have been of such a serious char- 
acter that the duties of the military authorities 
are now clearly deflu 

The proclamation of the President, the Com- 
mande¢r-in-Chief of the land and naval forces and 

e State militia, when called into service, is 
understood by the military to be in the interests 
of humanity and to avoid the useless waste of 
life it possible. Jt is an’ Executive order for all 
law-abiding citizens to separate themselves 
the law-breakers and those in actual hostility to the 
action of the United States Court and the laws of 
the National Government. He has defined the at- 
titude of these law-breakers to be that of enemies 
of the government, and hence itis the duty of the 
military forces to aid the Uni States Marshals 
to disperse, capture, or destroy all bodies of men 
obstructing the mail routes and in actual hostil- 
ity to the injunction ot the United States Court 
and the laws of the United States. This does not 
change the relation of the Federal officials with 
those of the local authority, as it is expected that 
the State and municipal governments will main- 
tain peace and good order within the territory of 
their jurisdiction. Should they fail or be over- 
powered the military forces will assist them, but 
not to the extent of ieav unprotected property 

to or under the protection of the 
United States. 

The officer in the immediate command of troops 
must be the judge as to what use to make of the 
forces of his command in executing his orders, 
and in case serious action be requi and there 
be time he will communicate with his next su- 
perior officer for his instructions. 

The earnest efforts of the law-abiding citizens 
have done much to improve the condition of af- 
fairs during the last few days, and I earnestly. re- 
quest all law-abiding citizens te do whatever is 
possibile to assist in maintaining the civil govern-

People Leaving Their Homes at Ladd and 
Spring Valley, Business Houses and 
Banks Close, and Families Carting 
Away Their Goods = Storekeepers 
Forced to Surrender Their Goods= Mob 
on a Tour of Riot and Men Are Arm- 
ing to Protect Their Homes. | 
PN rox, III., July 9.— [Special. — TO 
grocery stores were partly looted) today at 
Ladd by a mob of 300 non-English speaking 
miners. They were those of Chailes Nelson 
and J. H. Colver. The men gathered about 
the stores at noon, and the leadets, through 
interpreters, told the proprietors if the 
goods were not handed over ‘peacefully 
the establishments would be looted at night 
and the fixtures broken up and thé buildings 
destroyed. ‘The proprietors under protest 
gave the men what they wanted. For several 
hours goods were carried off and the stores 
then locked up. They will remain closed un- 
til the trouble is over. a 
The citizens of Ladd, a town of 2,000, ha ve 
been panic- stricken all day. Yesterday nearly 
all the women and children left the town, and 
today the English-speaking men have been 
busy moving their more valuable household 
effects to farmhouses in the vicinity. Many 
residences are vacant tonight. Those who left 
believed the entire town was to be sacked to- 
night. The Farmers’ and Miners’ National 
Bank was closed early in the day and tne 
currency and fixtures shipped to Sandwich 
and other points. The officials of the bank

rived. They are armed with shotguns 
and rifles and will be wiven a position near 
the mining shafts. It is expected an ad- 
ditional force of deputies from the western 
side of Bureau County will arrive here before 
morning.

The miners have been holding secret meet- 
ings in the woods near town today and it is 
impossible to learn what they have decided 
to do. Reports from scouts surround- 
ing Spring Valley are to the effect 
that the anarchistic elements of the 
strikers from La Salle, Peru, Ladd, Locey- 
ville, and Oglesby are to go to Spring Valley 
for the purpose of driving the entire English- 
speaking population from the city and sack- 
ing the public buildings and mining property. 
The total force of the men will num- 
ber in efcess of 4,000, while the 
force to resist them consists of 118 
militiameh and 125 deputy sheriffs. 
About one-half of the merchants at Spring 
Valley elosed their stores today and have been 

uietly hauling their most valuable articles to 

-rmceton and other points,. Large quantities 
of goods were sent out of the cily today by 
express, At 7 oclock this morning Mayor 
Jack ordered the thirty-six saloons in the town 
to close their doors. It has been impossible 
to rigidly enforce the order. a 

The militia at Spring Valley consists of two 
companies, one from Rock Island and the 
other from Galesburg. They are encamped 
on the common near the center of the busi- 
ness pertion of the city. The new city hall 
building now in vourse of erection is located 
in tne center of the common, and it is being 
used as a barracks. A picket lime has been 
thrown around the block during the day, and 
the sentinels have been constantly jeered at 
and annoyed by the miners and their wives 
and children. 

Sheriff Cox is in command of the deputies 
at Spring Valley. Late this evenmg he called 
for 100 additional men from the west half of 
the county but they cannot arrive before mid- 
night. The streets of Spring Valley are 
thronged tonight with strangers. Those who 
are supposed to know say that Anarchists from 
al] parts of the State are coming into the city. 
During the morning the deputies guarded the 
employés of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacifie railroad company while they removed 
the obstructions from its tracks. In doing so 
they were greatly annoyed by the families of the 
strikers. By 1 o'clock the tracks were cleared 
and eight trains passed by. No attempt will 
be made to run trains on the road tonight. 
The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
company ran trains up to 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, when they also quit for 
the night. The night trains on the latter 
road have been ordered discontinued. until 
the pending trouble is settled. The Western 
Union Telegraph company is unable to in- 
duce an operator to go tò Spring Valley to 
take the place of the one run out of town, 
and the railroad operators will handle nothing 
but company matter. 

Seatonville is being guarded tonight by 
ninety deputies from Princeton, 
picket line has been thrown out, and the men 
are encamped on the hil! back of ithe depart- 
ment store of the Wilmington Coal company. 
The English-speaking men remaining in the 
town are huddled about the ¢amp, their 
homes ‘being vacant. Mounted messengers 
are constantly coming into he town from the 
outlyimg districts and surrounding towns to 
learn the latest news. 


Princeton May Be in Danger. 


There is a universal fear throughout Bureau 
County that the anarchistic element of the 
strikers will quictiy slip out of Spring Valley 
unknown to the authorities, as was the case 
at Ladd, and sack Princeton and other towns. 
The miners are known to entertain and ex- 
tremely hostile feeling against Princeton, as 
it has furnished so many deputies, and be- 
cause it is understood a large number of riot- 
ing miners, are to be arrested and brought 
the county jail in this city, 
they will de held for trial. 
result home guards are being 
either organized or strengthened today at a 
dozen points. At Wyaneta guard of eighty 
uren has been organized. They were brought 
out by the ringing of the town fire bell. At 
Fiskilwa, south of here, a similar state off 
affairs exists and two companies of thirty 
men each have been organized. Other towns 
having an organize force and ready 
to move at ,once are Walden, 
Arlington, Lumoilie, Walnut, Ohio, Buda, 
Neponset, Depue, Bureau, and Lacey ville. 

All last n ght and today scouts on horse- 
back have been out from each town on the 
public highways watching ail means of ap- 
proach to the various towns. At Princeton 
three companies have been organized asa 
town guard, in addition to these who have 
already gone with the Sheriff ta Spring Val- 
ley. One is stationed at Knights of Pythias 
Hall, being in close proximity to the jail and 
court-house, and the other companies are sta- 
tioned at the two engine- houses. 

It is feared the mob of rioters will follow 
the prisonérs to this city when the arrests are 
made and endeavor to liberate them. The 
rioters have cut the telephone and telegraph 
lines to such an extent that it is difficult to 
get news throughout the country from the 
mining towns. Between Spring Valley and 
Ladd and Laceyviile not only the wires have 
been cut but the poles either pulled out or 
cut down. |

The leading officers of about a hundred 
labor unions inthis city have resoived that 
the men under them shall strike at 7 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. Apparently their reason 
is that they wish to compel Mr. Pullman to 
arbitrate his differences with the men who 
were two months ago employed at his car 
construction works; but a resolution to 
wait and see if he would consent 
thereto was voted down. It was de- 
cided to strike anyhow.” What can 
the men in these 100 lines of employment, 
claimed to embrace some 100,000 workers, 
hope to gain by the strike? What power have 
their employers over the Pullman company 


that they can compel it to arbitrate if it 


isnot willing to do so? It will not help 
the original strikers one iota. So long 
as Mr. Pullman declines to select an 
arbitrator, who, with one appointed by the 
strikers, will choose a third, therg is no use 


in howling about “compulsory arbitration.” 


They cannot get that, and their only sensible 
course, if they have any legal claim against 
him, is to sue him in court. Tun Tripuxe 
has wished Mr. Pullman to arbitrate,’’ but 
it has no power to compel him, and it would 
be well for the men who are asked to strike 
tomorrow to inquire of themselves if they 
or their employers are likely to be able to 
force the issue by taking the foolish, destruct- 
ive step proposed for them. 

How will it help the Pullman strikers to 
stop all the productive industries of this great 
city and stop their own wages at the same 
time? What good will it do for the brewers, 
bakers, butchers, bricklayers, carpenters, 
painters, iron molders, steam and gas fitters, 
hodcarriers, stone masons, electric workers, 
machine woodworkers, horseshoers, plumb- 
ers, boilermakers, stationary engineers, ho- 
tel waiters, wagonmakers, and clothing clerks, 
the cable car men, with numerous others, to 
cut off their own bread and butter and force 
up the cost of food and other necessaries upon 
themselves? How will it help the men at 
Pullman to cease the production of food and 
drink in this city, to close the eating-houses 
and stores, to stop the publication of news- 
papers, and to shut up tight the hundreds of 
other lines of industry by which workers ob- 
tain wages and the bodily wants of the com- 
munity are supplied? 

The proposed strike is exterior to the one 
against the Chicago railroads. That practically 
isa lost cause. Trains are being moved on 
schedule time on most of the lines, and on all 
business is getting back to its old channels. 
The strike now resolved on is one against the 
people of the whole city at the bidding ef a 
few desperate men who are following the ad-

PULLMAN REFUSES TO ARBITRATE. 

The labor committee appointed yesterday 
morning at the meeting of labor delegates 
called upon Mayor Hopkins laterin the day. 
He referred the gentlemen to the Council 
committee appointed about ten days ago. 
The two committees went into joint confer- 
ence and agreed to ask the Pullman company 
to entertain a preposition which might result 
in healing the unfortunate breach between it 
and its employés. It was suggested that the 
officers of the Pullman company should ap- 
point two men, the Circuit Court Judges of 
this county to appoint two others, and the 
four to appoint a fifth, these five persons 
to meet and decide if there is any- 
thing between the Pullman company and 
its late employés that can be submitted 
to arbitration. It is reported that an 
official of the company refused point- blank to 
entertain the proposition. Afterwards it was 
rumored that Mr. Pullman was on his way to 
this city, and judged possible that on his 
arrival he would take a more conciliatory 
view of the matter. But a luter statement 
was made to the effect that he is not on the 
return journey, and it is left open to be in- 
ferred that he is not willing to make an effort 
to end the struggle which already has cost 
several lives and entailed a loss of millions of 
dollars upon the taxpayers of this city, who 
have no other interest whatever in the labor 
differences at Pullman.

LAW AND ORDER GAINING GROUND. | 

The general tenor of dispatches from all 
parts of the country is to the effect that Debs is 
losing ground, not slowly but rapidiy. In the 
East the railroad men of Pittsburg have re- 
solved to remain loyal to their companies and 
have decided not to receive orders of any 
kind from Debs. The Pennsylvania railroad 
men have also refused to go out on his orders; 
The organizers sent by Debs to Wilkesbarre, 
Pa., to form branches of the American Rall. 
way Union have been una bie to find men who 
will join. In New York City there is no trou; 
ble among railroad men and little fear of any, 
At Buffalo, where Debs was confident he could 
tie up all the lines at once by merely orden. 
ing the men out, they have not yet gone out 
and they show no signs of going. 

In the West the skies are clearing up rapid- 
ly. At Chicago, the storm center, the Strike 
has lost its force. The tide has turned. There 
is an improvement all along theline, More 
and more trains are running every day and 
most of the roads have every train running 
on schedule time, thus giving the lie to 
Debs’ bombustic assertion that trains coula 
not be run even under protection, 
as the managers could not, obtain 
the men to run them. At Bloomington the 
strike is ended. At Mattoon the backbone of 
the Big Four. strike has been broken, At» 
Galesburg the trainmen of the Eastern Di- 
vision of the Santa Fé road refuse to have 
anything to do with the present strike. At 
Cairo there is no interruption of business and 
trains are running regularly. At Joliet the 
Alton road has completely resumed, and at 
Aurora there is no strike. In Indiana the en- 
gineers at Indianapolis have refused to strike, 
At Wabash work was resumed yesterday. At 
Lafayette the Monon employés have resolved 
to stand by their company. In lowa order is 
being restored under the injunctions of the 
Federal Courts. In Ohio, where Debs sought 
to tie up the roads at junction points with the 
lake regions, his effort has been a conspicu- 
ous failure. At Dettoit the trains are running 
regularly and all the Michigan Central men 
have gone back to work, At Omuha work has 


been resumed and the trains are running 


again. At Denver the conductors, brakemen, 
and switchmen have resolved they will not 
violate contracts. At Leadville the roads are 
in operation again. 

Good news also comes from California, 
where the trouble has been very serious. San 
Francisco, Sacramento. and Los Angeles are 
rapidly freeing themselves from Debs’ 
clutches and the Santa Fé and Southern Ph- 
cific are beginning to move their trains, 
while in Arizona and New Mexico under Fed- 
eral protection trains are running and in- 
cendiary strikers are going to jail in squada, 

In the South there is the same bright pros- 
pect. Indeed that section sets its face like a 
flint against strikes. Debs’ emissaries at 
New Orleans are in jail. The railroad men 
of that city have refused to go out and the 
Legislature has publicly congratulated them 
and condemned Debs and his crowd as agi- 
tators, disturbers of the public peace, and en- 
emies of society. In Virginia the orders of 
Debs are laughed at. At Baltimore thé rail- 
road men have turned a deaf ear to him and 


the labor men have declared they will not 
obey Sovereign. 


At the National Capital the 
railroad men remain loyal. At St. Rouis the 
yardmen and switchmen have gone back to 
work. 5 

Such is the tenor of the news. The skies 
are brightening. The men begin to*see that 
they have no interest in Debs’. strike; that 
the object the dictator has in view cannot be 
secured in the way he is going about it; that 
his policy is foolish and cranky; that he is 
merely punishing innocent persons who are 
not mixed up in this matter; and that he is 
usin, labor to crush labor. It will not be

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HOW COMPULSORILY ARBITRATE A SYM- 
PATHETIC STRIKE? 

Congressman McGann of this city has found 
on the United States statute books a law 
passed in 1888 by means of which he thinks 
the existing sympathetic strike against the 
Chicago railroads may be settled. This law, 
which was intended to settle disagreements 
or controversies between a railroad and its 
own employés, provides: 


When such differences or controversies may ob- 
struct or interrupt the transportation of proper- 
ty or passengers either party to the controversy 
may submit their differences to arbitration. If 
either party makes 4 written proposition to this 
effect the other party shall accept the propos i- 
tion. and in such event the railroad company us 
authorized to appoint one arbitrator and t 
empioyés anotber.| These two are to select 
a third and the three are.to constitute a board 
of arbitration. The board is authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, subpoena witnesses, and compel 
their attendance and testimony, though no wit- 
ness shall be compelled to disclose the secrets 
of any labor organization of which he may be a 
member. Any finding, conclusion, or award 
made by the majority of the arbitratorsghal be 
accepted by the parties to the pontrovetsg, the 
testimony taken in the case and the decision’ of 
the arbitrators to be filed with the Commissioter 
of Labor of the United States and tobe made 
public by him.

How LABOR CRUSHES LABOR. 

The St. Paul Pioneer-Preas tells the story 
of the Wood Harvester company of that city. 
It is an object lesson which workingmen 
should read and consider, if they can rise 
above their present passion long enough to 
doso. A short time ago the conipany com- 
pleted its large plant and gave »mployment 
to 700 workingmen, representing three or 
four thousand people dependent upon them. 
The company had the capital to keep them at 
work, There was the kindliest feeling be- 
tween the men and the company. There was 
a sufficient demand for the product. The 
men wanted to work and thecompany wanted 
them to work. There was no jar or friction 
on either side, and yet these works are closed, 
though the men are net on strike. 

Who closed these works? It was not cap- 
ital. If capital had closed them there would 
have been a howlall over the land at the 
grinding tyranny of that capiial. Who 
crushed out this labor, left 700 zien without 
wages, and placed three or four thousand per- 
sons in a position where they are ikely to be- 
come objects of public charity rext,winter? 
It was done by labor or by Debs, the die- 
tator, who dominates labor and compels it to 
obey his slightest wish. The St. Paul paper 
says: 

Railroad communication being cut off. so that 
the company can neither receive material from 
without nor ship its product when finished, there 
is nothing to be done but to put out the fires and 
close the works. With capital read! to go on 
producing, with a sufficient demand existing for 
the product, with the kindliest feeling possible 
between labor and capital, with the employer 


desirous of keeping his mea at work, and the em- 
ployé anxious to retain his job, ind istry ceases. 


The stony of the Wood Harvester company 
already has been repeated in other places. If 
the trades unions carry out their present reso- 
lution and leave their work it will se repeated 
over and over again in various Northern cities. 
Labor will crush out labor. Labor in the 
shape of Debs’ will stop work and wages, will 
drive those who want to work from their em- 
ployment, not because the men ure dissatisfied 
or have any grievance, or do not wish to 
work, but because this Dictator Dubs has or- 
dered them to quit and hag already forced 
many of them out withqut an order by his 
ruinous policy, Which has closed up works 
even without a strike. It is Debs who is 
killing labor, ‘stopping wages. ‘rutting. off 
personal sustenanee, making workmen's 
families suffer, and preparing: the way 
fér them te depend upon public charity in the 
winter so fast approaching. So long as work- 
men submit to the tyranny of this man Debs 
and his lieutenants and obey their orders so 
long it is labor which is crushing out labor. 
It is the scorpion stinging itself. ‘The burdens 
néw resting upon labor are impobed by labor 
which tamely submits itself to the sleadership 
of this man. Some day it may realize it, and 
then a reaction will come and it wiil turn and 
rend Debs and free itself from the curse of 
the professional paid agitator which weighs it 
down like an Ancubus.

The proclama ion issued by the President 
Monday morning is timely, firm, and judi- 


It gives no more powers to Gen. Miles. It 
takes none from the Mayor, Governor, Sher- 
iff, and other Illinois authorities, It does not 
relieve them from their obligation to enforce | 
peace and to see that Statelaws are obeyed. 

The proclamation is simply a final warning to 
the evil-dieposed, turbulent, and riotous, and 


greater than their prudence to keep off dan- 
gerous ground and out of mobs lest they get | 
hit when the soldiers fire at the rioters. 

On this as on other occasions the trieters 
have seemed more formidable because of the 
crowds of onlookers, not necessarily sym- 
pathizers, whose curiosity to see what is go- 
ing on forces them into the front ranks when 
there is a possibility of a disturbance. If they 
would keep away and leave the malcontents 
by themselves the latter would be less reck- 
less and the officers of the law would be more 
bold. The reguldrs have refrained thus far 
from enforemg by the bullet the laws pf the 
United States they were sent here to protect 
from violation, because they knew the inno- 
cent would suffer with the guilty: 
been very patient under great provocation. 

The President has spoken his last word of 
warning. : 
these unlawful acts aud assemblages and who 
are’forcibly resisting and obstructing the la ws 
of the United States that they cannot be re- 
garded as otherwise than public enemies. 
They ought to know what thet means. It 
means that they will be shot down whenever 
caught rioting and burning property.

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4 STRIKE IN HARD TIMES. 

In his letter to President Cleveland Boss 
Debs characterizes the last twelve months as 
da long period ef depression, enforced idie- 
ness, and low wages, resulting in widespread 
poverty, and in many cases actual starva- 
tion. So he seems to be aware of the pain- 
ful fact that work is scarce, that employers 
eannot find work for more than about three- 
quarters of the men who want it, and cannot 
afford to pay the same wages as they did in 
the early months of last year. He ought to 
know why this is so, that in times of panicky 
conditions the volume of buying is reduced, 
purchasers have to be induced to take hold by 
offers of lower prices, that the sellers have to 
compete among themselves for the smaller 
patropage of buyers, and that they can- 
not afford to sell at less than the 
total cost of production. When an em- 
ployer of labor finds he cannot sell for more 
than $10 an article which it cost him $11 to 
produce he has to shut up shop, unless he can 
reduce the cost of production to the selling 
price if not below it. If Mr. Pullman’s state 
ment of the case be correct, he could not ob- 
tain for new cars more than enough to en- 
able him to pay $1.90 per day to men who 
received $2,25 previous to the panic, and he 


the workingman can spend $14 per week 
when his total income is $12. Whether his

The Governor of I ndiana and the Governor 
of Illinois have made a sensible arrangement 
whereby the State line will not serve as a pro- 
tection for rioters. Hammond is an impor- 
tant railroad point and one where there has 
been a great deal of violence which contin- 
ued almost without ipterruption until the 
regular troops intervened Sunday. The State 
line runs through the town, Indiana soldiers 
or civil officers have no right to cross it to the 
west or Illinois soldiers and officers to the 
east.

. nois side, where they were safe from pursuit.

Altgeld that technicalities be disre- 
garded for the time being. He said:

To accomplish this I suggest that we each accord 
to the other the * it it should be necessary 
and best, to permit troops to cross the line and 
in all respects aijl in *pstablishing peace ‘and 
order.

DEBS’ RULE OR AMERICAN LIBERTY, 


The “Outlook” ‘Clearly Defines the Issue 
in the Present Strike.“ 

The followmg editorial was published iu 
the Outlook, foruierly known through the 
United States as the Christian Union, It ap- 
peared in the issue of July 7, 1804, under 
the heading: Thi) Real Issue of the Strike“: 

The issua is not whether the Pullman Car 
company ought to Lave eubmitted to arbitration 
the question what wages it should pay to its em- 

lovee. It is whither the American Railway 

nion shall determine when, under what con- 
ditions, on what railroads, and in what sort of 
cars the people of the United States may travel, 
The eee ae oun peay 1 2 they 
could not affo pax the former rate of wages 
to their employés. Their employés decided that 
they would not work for less. Thereupon the 
Pullman Car company decided that it would 
cease work for the present. r this avowed 
reason, and for no ther, the Af™érican Railway 
Union, an organization of switchmen, brakemen, 
firemen, and a few engineers and conductors, has 
decided that no raiiroad shall carry any Pullman 
car on its tpains until the Pullman Car company 
reopens its works and reémploys its warkmen. 
We repeat that the issue now is not between the 
Pullman Car conipany and its employés; it is 
not even between tie great railrodds and their 
employés; itis between the American Railway 
Union and the American people. 

The issue has oily to be stated in another 
form to be perfectly clear. 

Suppose the railroad employés had asked Con- 
gtess to pass a lew prohibiting all, use of Pull- 
man cars on inter- tate commerce lines until the 
Pullman Car company reopened its works and ro- 
employed its work nen; with what derision would 
the proposition haye been received! But what 
they would have cn attompted to do by lawful 
means they are now attempting to do by unlaw- 
ful means; that is he whole difference. 

Until the richt of the American people to use 
the highways of the Nation is settted, all other 
questions should stand to one side, Tariff, in- 
come tax, silver question, woman suffrage are 
insignificant compared with the question, Are 
we a free people? The railway corporations will 
have the sympathy and support of substantially 
the entire Nation in this issue until it is settled. 
and settled aright, It would be better to ride 
in common cars, fieight cars, cattle gars, plat- 
form cars, or not ride at all, than to live under 
a social system which leaves the question 
whether we may ride, and when and how we may 
ride, to be determined by an irresponsible ot 
ganization, form lating its decrega by gecret 
committee and r them by mob violence. 
We can live without railroads, as our fathers did 
before us, but we will not live without liberty. 

It is the paramount duty of every ftailroad offi- 
cial to stand for tlie right of an unimpeded traf- 
fie on his railroad line. He is standing for the 
rights of the American people. It,is the duty ot 
every stockholder and bondholder to submit to 
any possible dimihution of profits. Bankruptey 
is better than despotism; and the word despot- 
ism is that which masquerades under the guise 
of democracy. It is the duty of every Mayor, 
police officer, Sheriff, Governor, and, if neces- 
sary, of the Presi lent of the United States, to 
protect, with all the powers at their command, 
the right of the American people to freedom of 
travel on their oan highways, And it is the duty 
of the public to ſubmit to any and every incon- 
veniencerather than yield for an instant to the 
doctrine that our freedom of traffic is dependent 
upon the pleasure of theAmerican Railway Union.

„ Wuereas, For the perp of enforci 
the faithful execution of the lawéof the Uni 
States and protecting property belonging to 
the United States or under its protection. and 
of preventing obstructions of the United States 
mails and of commerce between the States 
and Territories, and of securing to the United 
States the right guaranteed by law to the use 
of such roads [dr postal, militaty, ha val. and 
other government service, the President has 
employed a part of the military forces of the 
United States; 

** Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, Pres- 
ident of the United States, do hereby com- 
mand all persons engaged in or in any way 
connected with such unlawful obstructions, 
combinations, and assemblages to disperse 
and retire peaceably to their respective abodes 
on or before 4 o'clock of the afternoon of the 
10th day of July inst. 

In witness whereof I h&ve hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be hereto affixea. 

Done at the City of Washington this ninth 
day of July, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety- four, 
and of the Independence of the United States 
the one hundred and nineteenth.

He was always in good health 
and in full possession of his faculties.” 

When he came to New York two y ago 
and you sent him to Dr. Robertson, was he an 
inebriute? ” 

I prefer not to discuss the matter. 

" 22 why did you send him to Dr. Robert-

I have said all I care to say on the matter. 
I might add, though, that out in Terre Haute 
Debs was always 4 popular fellow 
thought of by e¥erybody.

The Republican members of the tariff con 
ference committee waited in vain today for 4 
summons to attend the joint committee, to 
reconcile the difference between the two 
Houses. Not even the scant courtesy was ac- 
corded them of callmg the conference com- 
mittee together and then adjotrning pending 
a caucus of the majority members. Never 
before have the minority members been so 
completely ignored. While the six Repub 
lican members were waiting fora summons 
from Senator Voorhees, the nominal head of 
the committee, the Democratic members 
were actually in session in the toom of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission of the 
Senate. ‘the Finance committee room was 
too public, and so they secured more obscure 
uarters, as befitting their peculiar 
ark-lantern proecedings. The fact 
of the matter is that the tariff 
bill as it stands is such a piete of Senatorial 
barter and trade that it cannot safely be sub. 
mitted to any conference committee until the 
final adjustment has been made and all the 
rebates allowed. The prospects are that the 
Democratic majority will have ia free-for-all 
fight among themselves. ending in the nearly 
complete triumph of the Senatorial compra. 
misers. The free-traders in the House know 
perfectiy well no bill can pass the Senate 
which does not satisfy every trust and specal 
interest fortunate enough to have a Senatorial 
champion. They will get concessions to the 
free trade sentiment, but it will not be at the 


expense of the trusts, and on all really im-

He directs that on and after Oct. 1 further ef- 
forts looking to the removal of the Chippewa 
Indians to the White Earth Reservation in 
Minnesota shall cease, that notification be 
served upon all the Indians of the various 
reservations who are entitled to remove to the. 
White Earth Reservation before Oct. 1 next, 
and that a failure to do so will be regarded as 
an election to take their allotments in ac- 
cordance With the act of Jan. 14, 1889; The 
entire time of the commission ‘between now 
and October next, if necessary, will be devot- 
ed to securing the removal of Indians to the 
reservation, and after that time the commis- 
sion will devote their labors to making allot- 
ments in severalty to these Indians.
